PEACE IS MAIN THEME. 


Cardinal Gibbons Graces Cere- 
monial and National Hymns 
Are Played. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 28.—Under the 
flage of the twenty-one republics of the 
western hemisphere, a Pan-American 
Thankagiving day mads, the fourth of its 
kind, was celebrated in St. Patrick's Roman 
Catholic church here today. President Taft. 
cabinet officers, Chief Justice White of the 
Supreme court, and other high officials rep- 
resented the United States. The diplomatic 
‘corps from the other American republics waa 
present practically in a body. 

Peace was the central theme of the serv- 
ice. Archbishop Keane of Dubuque, who de 
livered the sermon, paid high praise by impli- 
cation to the efforts which President Taft 
has put forth to further the cause of inter- 
national peace. He declared the peace idea 
was growing, and that he said this delib- 
erately in spite of the booming of cannon 
along the Bosporus. 

_ Oardinal Gibbons Graces Ceremony. 

Cardinal Gibbons occupied a scarlet throne 
on the right of the altar in the sanctuary, 
and the ceremony took on almost 4 pontifical 
grandeur, the cardinal being accompanied 
by the Very Rev. James A. Burns and the 
Rev. John T. Wheelan as chaplains, while 
his train was carried by pages dressed in red 
velvet. The sanctuary was brildantly filu- 
mineted by hundreds of candles. 

The music was of unusual quality, a feature 
being the “ Pan-American Merch,” which 
wes played as a recessional by the organ 
and orchestra. It included portions af the 
netional aire of the various republics.

OLD METHODS ASSAILED.’ 


Bipartisan Alliance Is Held Be- 
sponsible for Appalling 
Ineffleieney.“ 


Members of the légisiature have been 
asked by the Legislative Voters’ league to 
indicate their position on the Progressive 
party proposal for a nonpartisan, 2— 
tion of the house and senate.

A. Weber, a new member of the house, who 
asked the advice of the league on these ques- 
tions:

What are the objections to having the 
standing committees appointed by the 
speaker as heretofore, and bow would 
the situation be improved by having these 
committees named by a nonpartisan com- 
mittee on selection?

MPEROR WILLIAM'S war depart- 
E ment at Berlin has, according to the 

leading Brussels newspapers, incjud- 

ing the semi-official Independence 

Belge, purchased no less than 38,000 
copies of the new military map of Belgium, 
recently produced and published by the gen- 
eral staff of the Belgian army. The pur 
chase has been made through the two prin- 
cipa) booksellers of Brussels. 

Naturally the question arises as to what 
the Berlin war department can want with 
as many as 38 000 copies of this extremely 
elaborate map, which shows every high 
road, byway. and even footpath, in every 
corner of King Albert's dominions, unless 
it be for the officers, staff and regimental, of 
that particular corps of the German army 
which, massed along the Belgian frontier, 
| will march into Belgium for the purpose of 


outfianking France and securing in Ant- 
werp a stronghold within striking distance 
of England, the moment any conflict breaks 
out between the triple alliance and the triple 
entente. 

That this conflict is within measurable 
distance just at the present moment every- 
body who takes the trouble to keep abreast 
of the times is aware.

Maps such as that prepared by the Belgian 
war department play an important role in 


It was because neither the staff nor yet 
the regimental officers of the French army 
possessed any map of their own country of 
this kind in 1870 that they Were sd badly 
defeated. They were 80 convinced at the 
outset of the struggle of viciory over the 
Germans that they were only provided with 
maps of Germany and were lamentahly ig- 
noran* of the topography of their native 
land.

by Mr. Le Queux, but with derision and 
ridicule, and the baroness, far from being, 
as alleged. well known in Berlin society,” 
is declared to be less of a mystery than of 
a myth. 

Some even go so far as to describe the 
whole affair as an advertising expeelent of 
Mr. Le Queux, designed to repair iht damage 
which he recently sustained m furnishing to 
a big London paper what purported to be 
an interview with King Peter and his pre 
mier, Pachitch, since the present crisis in 
the Balkans, but which turned out to de 
verbatim reproductions of whoie pages of a 
book oh Servia which he had published in 


London in 1907. 


The alleged interview with the king print- 
ed in London on Oct. 16, 1912, commences as 
follows: 

“In the palace of Belgrade. a few weeks 


ago, I had an opportunity of Ciscussing 


Balkan questions with King Peter. In reply 
to my questions regarding the best manner 
in which the Macedonian question could be 
settled, King Peter said,” and then follows 
nearly a column of information taken word 
for word from pages 147 and 148 of Le 
Queux s book, published in 1907. 

In the same way, the interview with Pre 
mier Pachitch, printed in London on Oct. 
18, 1912, is taken bodily from pages 181 and 
132 of the 1907 book. 

As Mr. Le Queux has been unable to fur- 
nish satisfactory expimunation for this 
remarkable coincidence, he has apparently 
found it necessary to divert attention thére- 
from by his wonderful story about the mys- 
terious Baroness von Lanzeshofen, whose 
name will be found in none of the official 
lists of German baronial faruilies.

This is not the first occasion on which Mr. 
Le Queux resorted to some extraor- 
dinary expedient for the purpose of placing 
himself in the limelight. and there are doubt- 
less many people who will recall the con- 
spicuous role which he played in helping the 
misguided ex-crown princess of Saxony to 
put into execution her most disastrous 
„ bétise ’—namely, her marriage to the pi- 
anist Toselli—thereby alienating her not only 
from the members of her family, who had 
still any affection and sympathy to- tier, but 
also from all those, including tne church, 
who had still retained some pity for her in 
her misfortunes.

For the fiscal year of 1011 five. private 
banks in Iumols and six in New York closed 
their doors. The five in Illinois had $185,500 
assets and $300,000 Habilities; the six in New 
Tork $538,330 assets and $080,000 liabilities. 

Since these failures were reported New 
York has passed a law placing private banks 
under a. form of regulation that is drastic 
in mahy respects. There were no failures of 
private banks in Massachusetts, California, 
Idaho, Kansas, Minnesota, Missouri, Nevada, 
Indiana. Rhode Island, and South Dakota, 
which states impose various kinds of rege 
lation on these institutions. 

There were two fallures in Alabama, one 
in Montana, and one in Texas, although these 
states have special laws governing private 
banks. Fallures in other states having prac- 
tically no supervision of private banks were 
one each in Iowa,-Michigan, Utah, and Vir- 
mia and three in Pennsy ivania.

There are special laws governing private 
danke in Indiana and Montana. Private 


-banking is forbidden by: the law of Nebraska. 


Rhode Island forbids the use of any words 
indicating that it is a bank to all except 
banks incorporated under the laws of that 
state. South Dakota makes it unlawful for 
any one to advertise that he is engaged in 
the bueinees of banking without first obtain- 
ing authority from the public examine. 
Texas permits private banking; but requires 
the private banker to use the word “ unin- 
corporated after the title of the bank.

Australian Judge Upholds the 
Right of Tramway Em- 
ployes to Wear It. 


“SEES NO INTIMIDATION.” 


Displaying of Button May Ad- 
vance Cause of Labor, but 


That Is Legal. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH.D., LL.D. 

MELBOURNE.—A few days after I ar- 
rived in Australia a serious strike broke out 
in Brisbane, and soon spread to other sec- 
tions of Queensland. For a few days it was 
feared that it would spread to other parts 
of Australia. 

This Brisbane general strike failed ig- 
nominiously and probably cost the Labor 
party the right to govern the state of South 
Australia. .A general election was being 
held at the time of the strike, and the Labor 


ministry was defeated. As has been pointed | 


out, the Brisbane strike hinged about the 
right of street car employés to wear a union 
badge. The strike was a blunder because the 
badge question was already up before the 
Federal Arbitration court and would have 


deen settled within a few days by industrial 


machinery. 
Judge Higgins’ decision in the case of the 
Australian tramway employés vs. the tram- 
way trust is the latest and perhaps the most 
— contribution to the compjex sub- 
ject. of industrial legislation. It is lengthy 
and I can give only its more important pas- 


sages. 


Judgment of the Court. 
“There is a dispute between tramway em- 


ployés and their omployers in Brisbane,

Melbourne, and Adelaide. The dispute has 
reached an acute stage in Brisbane and may 
become acute at any moment in Melbourne 
and Adelaide. By a resolution of the fed- 
eral council on Feb. 11 the executive of the 
Australian Tramway Employés’ association 
“Was empowered to take steps to secure a 
union badge of membership. The badges 
were made and distributed, but in the mean- 
time in Brisbane and Melbourne certain 
Steps were taken by the employers against 
the w of them, and regulations were 
framed against the wearing of them. 

In Brisbane, on Jan. 18, the men began 
to wear it. The matager, Mr. Badger, gave 
the men distinctly to understand that they 
were to choose between their billets and 
their badges. It is idle to effect that this 
was not a diamiseal for wearing the bacge. 
‘The men were Willing to go on working and 
were @eprived of their work and pay. What 
more is necessary to constitute a diemissal? 
It fe absurd to call such a dismissal a 

‘strike, whatever name may be men to 
the con@uct of other unions. 


Right of Wearing a Badge. 


It is, unfortunately, incident to our con- 
stitution that in place of giving all the en- 
ergy I have to a consideration of what is 
right and expedient to be done in an indus- 
trial struggle I have in every case to puzsie 
out, as best I can, what is constitutional. 
In this case I overrule all the technica! ob- 
jectiong and find the facts, so far as they 
affect the objections, in favor of the associa- 
tion. 

Is it Fest 580 that the employer should 
order his employé not to wear the badge? 
Mr. Badger has a quaint theory that he bas 


a common law right to tell his employés what 
they should wear. I know ef no such com- 
mon law right. A servant has to obey law- 
ful commands, not all commands. He does 
not commit 4 breach of duty in attending a 
particular church or in wearing a certain 
maker’s singlets. The common law right of 
an employé is to wear what he chooses, to 
act as he chooses, in matters not affecting 
his work. He may wear what he likes so long 
as be does not offend againet decency. 

“ Of course the employer may, by due no- 
tice, get rid of an employé who does not dress 
to his liking; but the employé is not gullty 
of any breach of duty in refusing. There 
may be a contract for obedience as to livery 
or uniform, but this court hae power to in-

It is the old device 
first keep away unionism as long as you casa 
and then, when it must come, create a de- 
pendent union and attract the men to it by 
favors. 

„This creating and fostering of a rival | 
union, this encouragement of its members 
and discouragement of the members of the 
other wnion, is the root of such dDitterness as 
there is; and the companies could easily get

| rid of the bitterness by ceasing to bestow ex 
ceptional favors on the company’s union. 


My award is, therefore, distinctly against [|
